Sawdust is seen to be enormous and 
much experimenting is being done to 
discover new methods of utilizing 1. 

Perhaps the 
ture in sawdust utillgation in 
cuntry is the manufacture 
ethyl (or grain) alcohol. The .awdust 
is treated with sulphurle acid under 
suitable conditions, resalttng in the 
formation of sugar, which is then fer- 
mented to produce alcohol. Several 
plants have been erected to produce 
alcohol from wood in this manner and 
though thero are some difficulties 
still to be overcome, the ultimate sue- 
cess of the process on a commercial 
scale is ovsured. 

Sawdust has been successfully man- 
ufactured into briquettes for fuel for 
a considerable time in Europe by a

very simple process. The shavings 
and sawdust are first steam- 
dried, the water contained in the 


wood being thus evaporated and the 
resin almost liquified. The sawdust 
i, then compressed under heat into 
briquets of the desired size, the con- 
tained resin acting as a binder. A 
firm in Vancouver is engaged in a 
similar line of manufacture, tie saw- 
dust being compressed into a cylin- 
drical tube, where it is cut into short 
lengits by a revolyirg knife, emerg: 
ing in the form of small round brt- 
quet.. These briquets are clean to 
handle, easy to kindle and leave 
very little ash.

Beyond a broken 
wheel, nogreat damage fortun-

E. H. Strickland of the Do- 
minion Departinent of Agricul- 
ture, will address a meeting in 
the LOO.F. hall this evening 
relative to the army cut-worm, 
evidence of which pest is said 
to be very noticeable in many 
parts of Southern Alberta. 


Mr. Strickland says the worm 
is the caterpillar of the millers 
which were so abundant in the 
summer of 1914. These worms 
although now feeding exclu- 
sively on weeds, will attack 
whatever crop is sown upon 
ficids where they are present. 

At the instance of the Bow 
[sland Board of Trade, Mr, 
Strickland has prepared the 
following letter for distribution 
among the farmers around Bow 
Island :— 


“Report of the presence of 
the army cutworm have been 
received from your vicinityand 
since they may bs present on 
your fields, or liable to migrate 
on to your fields from outside, 
we think that the following in- 
formation will be of value te 
you.

There is no telling when the 
worms will migrate in your lo-| 
cality, so make your trench 
now and watch it. You will 
then be ready to apply the poi- | 
son that will stop them at once 
if they come your Way. If you 
delay and the Worms get on to 
your fields after the crop is up, 
there is no Way of driving 
them off till they have eaten 
everything that is green, and 
your crop ts lost.
